THOMAS  EDISON  WAS  AN  INVENTOR.  HE 
WAS  BORN  FEB.  11,  1847  IN  MILAN, 
OHIO.  HE  WAS  THE  SON  OF  SAMUEL  AND  NANCY  EDI¬ 
SON,  ALSO  THEIR  SEVENTH  AND  YOUNGEST  CHILD. 

HIS  FATHER  WAS  A  CANADIAN,  AND  IN  1837, EDISON' S 
FATHER  WAS  INVOLVED  IN  THE  CANADIAN  INSURREC¬ 
TION  IN  WHICH  WILLIAM  MACKENZIE  TRIED  TO  ORGA¬ 
NIZE  A  REVOLT  AGAINST  THE  CANADIAN  GOVERNMENT. 
WHEN  IT  FAILED,  SAMUEL  ESCAPED  TO  THE  UNITED 
STATES  AND  SETTLED  IN  OHIO.  HE  WAS  A  SHINGLE 
MANUFACTURER  IN  MILAN  AT  THE  TIME  OF  EDISON'S 
BIRTH.  IN  1854,  HE  ESTABLISHED  A  GRAIN  AND 
LUMBER  COMPANY  IN  PORT  HURON,  MICHIGAN.  HE 
THEN  MOVED  HIS  FAMILY  IN  A  LARGE  HOUSE  ON  THE 
SOUTHERN  SHORE  OF  LAKE  HURON.  THUS,  THOMAS 
SPENT  HIS  CHILDHOOD  IN  A  BEAUTIFUL  ENVIRONMENT. 

WHEN  HE  STARTED  SCHOOL,  HE  WAS  SLOW,  THOUGH 
HE  WAS  A  GOOD  READER  AT  HOME.  HE  WAS  THEN 
TAKEN  OUT  OF  SCHOOL  AFTER  A  FEW  MONTHS  AND  HE 
WAS  TAUGHT  BY  HIS  MOTHER.  HE  DID  VERY  WELL 
IN  MATHEMATICS,  AND  BY  THE  TIME  HE  WAS  TEN, 

"  he  developed  a  strong  feeling  for  chemistry 
and  had  made  himself  a  laboratory  in  which  all

V  DURING  HIS  EARLY  YEARS,  HE  DIVIDED  HIS  TIME 

BETWEEN  BUSINESS  ENTERPRISES  AND  CHEMICAL  EXPE¬ 
RIMENT.  HE  STARTED  A  PROFITABLE  TRADE  SELLING 
NEWSPAPERS,  TOBACCO  AND  CANDY  ON  TRAINS  AND  ON 
LONG  TRAIN  RIDES,  HE  USED  A  CHEMICAL  LABORATORY 
THAT  WAS  INSTALLED  IN  A  BAGGAGE  CAR.  EDISON 
LEARNED  A  GREAT  DEAL  IN  HIS  EARLY  EXPERIENCES 
WHICH  CONTRIBUTED  TO  HIS  LATER  SUCCESS.  AT 
THE  TRAIN  STOPS,  HE  MADE  FRIENDS  WITH  TELEGRAPH 
OPERATORS  AND  EXPLORED  ELECTRICAL  COMMUNICATION.

IN  1863,  HE  BECAME  AN  OPERATOR  AND  WANDERED 
THROUGH  THE  MIDWEST  FROM  ONE  JOB  TO  ANOTHER, 
LEARNING  MUCH  AND  CONTINUING  HIS  CHEMICAL 
EXPERIMENTS  IN  EVERY  SPARE  MOMENT.  AT  THE 
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BTOTSo  AGE  OF  SIXTEEN,  HE  BEGAN  INVENTING. 
EDISON'S  DEVICES  WERE  CONNECTED  WITH  TELE¬ 
GRAPHY;  THEY  WERE  USUALLY  LABOR-SAVING 
TRICKS  WHICH  INCREASED  HIS  SPARE  TIME  FOR 
STUDY.  IN  1868,  HE  OBTAINED  EMPLOYMENT 
WITH  THE  WESTERN  UNION  TELEGRAPH  COMPANY 
AT  BOSTON  WHERE  HE  CONTINUED  HIS  EXPERIMENT 
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VENTION.  IT  WAS  FOR  AN  ELECTROGRAPHIC  VOTE 
RECORDER  WHICH  WAS  LOOKED  UPON  BY  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  WHEN  HE 
DEMONSTRATED  IT. 
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ASHLEY*  POPE,  EDISON  AND  COMPANY  DESCRIBED 
THEMSELVES  AS  "ELECTRICAL  ENGINEERS." 

DURING  THE  NEXT  FIVE  YEARS,  HE  DEVOTED  HIM- 
SELF  TO  HIS  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  TELEGRAPHY.  HE 
WORKED  ON  A  DEVELOPMENT  OF  AN  AUTOMATIC  TELE— 
GRAPH  INVENTED  BY  AN  ENGLISHMAN,  GEORGE  LIT- 
TLE.  ALTHOUGH  THE  APPARATUS  DIDN'T  WORK 
SATISFACTORILY,  EDISON  OVERCAME  THE  DIFFI- 
-  CULT  IE  S . 

-- - -  IN  1876,  HE  MOVED  TO  MENLO  PARK,  NEW  JERSEY, 

and  built  the  laboratories  he  occupied  for 

the  NEXT  DECADE.  IN  1877,  HE  PRODUCED  THE 
PHONOGRAPH,  which  has  been  called  his  GREAT - 
EST  ACHIEVEMENT.

IN  THE  EAST  GREENWICH  SCHOOL  DIS¬ 
TRICT  IS  THE  APPLE  COMPUTER.  TWO  YEARS  AGO, 

THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  DECIDED  TO  BUY  30  NEW 
APPLE  II  PLUS'S  FOR  THE  MATH  DEPARTMENT, SCIENCE 
DEPARTMENT,  AND  THE  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT.  EVER 
SINCE  THEN,  THE  COMPUTERS  HAVE  BEEN  A  MAJOR 
HELP  TO  STUDENTS,  TEACHERS,  AND  LOCAL  RESIDENTS. 
IN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL,  THE  MATH  DEPARTMENT  IS  ABLE 
TO  TEACH  STUDENTS  THE  WAY  OF  THE  COMPUTER  AND 
ITS  BASIC  LANGUAGE.  THE  STUDENTS  ARE  ABLE  TO 
LEARN  HOW  TO  PROGRAM  IN  BASIC  AND  LEARN  HOW  TO 
GENERATE  THEIR  OWN  PROGRAMS.  FOR  THE  SCIENCE 
DEPARTMENT,  THE  TEACHERS,  LIKE  MR.  BEHAN  AND 
MR.  COPPA,  ARE  TEACHING  THE  STUDENTS  CHEMISTRY, 
WHICH  MOST  OF  THE  TIME,  THE  STUDENTS  USE  THE 
APPLE  TO  CONVERT  FORMULAS  AND  ALSO  HELP  THEIR 
CHEMISTRY  BECOME  BETTER.  IN  THE  SPECIAL  EDU¬ 
CATION  DEPARTMENT,  MR.  ALLARD  USES  THE  APPLE 
TO  TEACH  STUDENTS  THEIR  MATH  SKILLS  AND  HOW 
THEY  CAN  IMPROVE  THEM.  EVEN  THE  OFFICE  OF 
THE  EAST  GREENWICH  HIGH  SCHOOL  IS  USING  A 
COMPUTER.  WITH  THE  NEW  ATTENDANCE  PROGRAM, 
CALLED  "ATTENDANCE  MADE  EASY"  BY  DAN  RUBEL, 

IT  WILL  KEEP  TRACK  OF  ALL  THE  STUDENTS  IN  THE 
SCHOOL  AND  WILL  DO  AN  UP-TO-DATE  RECORD  OF  THE 
STUDENTS'  ATTENDANCE.  NOW  TEACHERS  WON'T  HAVE 
TO  LOOK  UP  IN  THE  RECORD  BOOKS  AND  COUNT  HOW 
MANY  TIMES  THE  STUDENT  HAS  BEEN  ABSENT,  BECAUSE 
IT  WILL  ALL  BE  DONE  FOR  THEM,  JUST  WITH  THE 
PUSH  OF  SOME  BUTTONS. 

THE  EAST  GREENWICH  SCHOOLS  ARE  NOT  THE  ONLY 
PEOPLE  GETTING  INTO  THE  SWING  OF  THE  APPLE. 

THE  TOWN  OF  EAST  GREENWICH  AND  LOCAL  RESIDENTS 
ARE  ALSO  TAKING  PART  IN  THE  APPLE.  THEY  ARE 
STARTING  TO  TAKE  NIGHT  CLASSES  TO  LEARN  ALL 
ABOUT  THE  COMPUTERS,  SO  THAT  THEY  CAN  KEEP  UP 
WITH  THE  TIMES.  IF  THEY  DON'T  LEARN  NOW  ABOUT 
COMPUTERS,  THEY  WILL  NEVER  LEARN  AND  WILL  BE 
LOST  IN  THE  WORLD  OF  COMPUTERS.  JUST  THINK, 

IN  THE  YEAR  2001,  HALF  OF  THE  WORLD  WILL  BE 
RUN  BY  COMPUTERS.

HOW  MUCH  MONEY  TO  KEEP  ONE  PERSON 
ALIVE  IS  ALWAYS  A  DIFFICULT  QUES¬ 
TION.  IT  CAN  COST  HUNDREDS  OF  DOLLARS  EACH 
DAY  AFTER  A  PERSON  HAS  BEEN  SERIOUSLY  HURT  IN 
AN  AUTOMOBILE  ACCIDENT  OR  AFTER  AGE  SETS  IN 
AND  CERTAIN  ORGANS  START  TO  FAIL.  EVEN  FROM 
BIRTH,  SOME  BABIES  ARE  BORN  WITH  SO  MANY  DEFECTS 
THAT  IT  IS  NECESSARY  TO  SPEND  HUNDREDS  OF  DOL¬ 
LARS  EACH  DAY  IN  ORDER  TO  KEEP  THEM  ALIVE  WITH 
SPECIAL  MACHINES  AND  CARE. 

THE  LARGEST  PART  OF  THE  AMERICAN  TAX  DOLLAR  IS 
SPENT  ON  EDUCATION.  IN  SOME  STATES,  SUCH  AS 
MASSACHUSETTS,  THE  AMOUNT  WAS  SO  GREAT  THAT 
THE  PEOPLE  HAVE  GOTTEN  TOGETHER  AND  HAD  TAX 
REVOLTS.  IN  1975,  THE  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 
PASSED  THE  "EDUCATION  OF  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN" 
ACT  WHICH  STATED  THAT  A  HANDICAPPED  OR  DIS¬ 
ABLED  PERSON  HAS  A  RIGHT  TO  BE  EDUCATED  TO  HIS 
FULLEST  POTENTIAL  OR  UNTIL  THE  AGE  OF  21. 

WITHIN  THE  LAST  YEAR,  THE  ADMINISTRATION  HAS 
PASSED  THE  "BABY  DOE"  REGULATION,  MAKING  IT 
A  FEDERAL  OFFENSE  IF  A  HOSPITAL  DOES  NOT  DO 
EVERYTHING  IT  CAN  TO  KEEP  A  BABY  ALIVE.  FOR 
EXAMPLE,  IF  A  BABY  IS  BORN  WITH  A  NON-FUNCTIONS 
BRAIN,  THE  HOSPITAL  IS  STILL  REQUIRED  TO  TRY  TO 
KEEP  THE  BABY  ALIVE.  THIS  COST  USUALLY  COMES 
TO  ABOUT  $600.00  A  DAY  OR  $219,000.00  PER  YEAR. 
IS  IT  SENSIBLE  TO  SPEND  THAT  MUCH  MONEY  ON  A 
SINGLE  PERSON  WHEN  THERE  TS  NO  CHANCE  THAT  THE 
BABY  WOULD  EVER  BE  A  PRODUCTIVE  MEMBER  OF  SOCI¬ 
ETY? 

A  RELIABLE  SOURCE  HAS  SAID  THAT  THERE  IS  A  BOY 
LIVING  IN  EAST  GREENWICH  WHO  IS  MENTALLY  AND 
EMOTIONALLY  DISTURBED,  AND  IT  COST  THE  TAX¬ 
PAYERS  OF  EAST  GREENWICH  $100,000.00  LAST  YEAR 
TO  SEND  THAT  ONE  STUDENT  TO  A  SPECIAL  SCHOOL, 
EVEN  THOUGH  HE  WILL  PROBABLY  NEVER  BE  PRODUC¬ 
TIVE  TO  SOCIETY.  SHOULD  ALL  THIS  MONEY  BE 
SPENT  ON  ONE  OR  SHOULD  IT  BE  SPENT  ON  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  SCHOOL  IN  GENERAL,  WHERE  THE  MONEY 
COULD  BENEFIT  THE  MOST  PEOPLE  FOR  ITS  VALUE? 
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THINK  THAT  IT  IS  IN  THE  BEST  INTEREST  OF  THE 
GENERAL  PUBLIC  FOR  THE  MONEY  TO  BE  SPENT  ON  A 
GROUP  INSTEAD  OF  AN  INDIVIDUAL  BECAUSE  WITH 
TODAY'S  SCIENCE  BEING  AS  ADVANCED  AS  IT  IS,  WE 
CAN  KEEP  A  BODY  ALIVE  ON  MACHINES  EVEN  AFTER  IT 
IS  "BRAIN  DEAD",  AND  TO  SPEND  LARGE  AMOUNTS  OF 
MONEY  EDUCATING  A  PERSON  UNTIL  HE  IS'  21  YEARS 
OLD,  EVEN  THOUGH  HE  WILL  ALWAYS  REQUIRE  CARE 
FROM  SOMEONE  ELSE  DOES  NOT  MAKE  ECONOMICAL 
SENSE. 
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NUMISMATICS  OR  COIN  COLLECTING  IS 
ONE  OF  THE  WORLD'S  OLDEST  HOBBIES, 
DATING  BACK  SEVERAL  CENTURIES.  COIN  COLLEC¬ 
TING  IN  AMERICA  DID  NOT  DEVELOP  TO  ANY  EXTENT 
UNTIL  ABOUT  1840,  AS  OUR  PIONEER  FOREFATHERS 
WERE  TOO  BUSY  CARVING  A  COUNTRY  OUT  OF  WILDER¬ 
NESS  TO  AFFORD  THE  LUXURY  OF  A  HOBBY.  ONE  OF 
THE  FIRST  GROUPS  OF  COLLECTORS  TO  BAND  TOGETHER 
FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  NUMISMATICS  WAS  THE  NUMISMATIC 
AND  ANTIQUARIAN  SOCIETY  OF  PHILADELPHIA,  ORGA¬ 
NIZED  ON  JANUARY  1,.  1858.  LACK  OF  AN  ECONOMI¬ 
CAL  METHOD  TO  HOUSE  A  COLLECTION  HELD  THE  NUM¬ 
BER  OF  DEVOTEES  OF  COIN  COLLECTING  TO  A  FEW 
THOUSAND  UNTIL  THE  WHITMAN  PUBLISHING  COMPANY 
(A  BIG  COMPANY  IN  COINS)  AND  OTHER  MANUFAC¬ 
TURERS  PLACED  THE  LOW-PRICED  COIN  BOARDS  AND 
FOLDERS  ON  THE  MARKET  SOME  YEARS  AGO.  SINCE 
THAT  TIME,  THE  NUMBER  OF  AMERICANS  COLLECTING 
COINS  HAS  INCREASED  MANYFOLD. 


THE  PRODUCTION  OF  COINS 

TO  COLLECT  COINS  INTELLIGENTLY,  IT  IS  NECES¬ 
SARY  TO  HAVE  SOME  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  MANNER  IN 
WHICH  OUR  COINS  ARE  PRODUCED.  THEY  ARE  MADE  IN 
FACTORIES  CALLED  "MINTS."  THE  MINT  OF  THE  U.S. 
WAS  ESTABLISHED  AT  PHILADELPHIA  BY  A  RESOLUTION 
OF  CONGRESS  DATED  APRIL  2,  1792.  THE  ACT  ALSO 
PROVIDED  FOR  THE  COINAGE  OF  GOLD  EAGLE  ($10), 
HALF-EAGLES  AND  QUARTER-DOLLAR,  DIME  (ORIGI¬ 
NALLY  SPELLED  "DISME")  AND  THE  HALF-DISME  OR 
HALF-DIME,  THE  COPPER  CENT  AND  HALF-CENT. 
ACCORDING  TO  THE  TREASURY  DEPARTMENT,  THE 
FIRST  COINS  STRUCK  WERE  ONE  CENT  AND  HALF-CENT 
PIECES  IN  MARCH  OF  1793  ON  A  HAND-OPERATED 
PRESS.  MOST  NUMISMATIC  AUTHORITIES  CONSIDER 
THE  HALF-DIMES  OF  1792  AS  THE  FIRST  U.S.  COIN¬ 
AGE.  QUOTING  THE  WORDS  OF  GEORGE  WASHINGTON 
AS  THEIR  AUTHORITY,  WASHINGTON,  IN  HIS  ANNUAL 
ADDRESS  NOVEMBER  6,  1792,  HAVING  SAID,  "THERE 
HAS  BEEN  A  SMALL  BEGINNING  IN  THE  COINING  OF 
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©©InllSo  THE  HALF-DIMES,  THE  WEIGHT  OF  SMALL 
COINS  IN  CIRCULATION",  CALLING  THE  FIRST 
ATTENTION  TO  THEM.  IN  THE  NEW  PHILADELPHIA 
MINT  ARE  EXHIBITED  A  NUMBER  OF  IMPLEMENTS, 

ETC.,  FROM  THE  ORIGINAL  MINT,  AND  SOME  COINS 
'  DISCOVERED  WHEN  THE  OLD  BUILDING 'WAS  WRECKED. 

THESE  COINS  INCLUDED  HALF-DIMES,  AND  THE  PLA¬ 
CARD  IDENTIFYING  THEM  STATES  THAT  WASHINGTON 
FURNISHED  THE  SILVER  AND  GAVE  THE  COINED 
PIECES  TO  HIS  FRIENDS  AS  SOUVENIRS. 

PRIOR  TO  THE  ADOPTION  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION,  THE 
CONTINENTAL  CONGRESS  ARRANGED  FOR  THE  ISSUANCE 
OF  COPPER  COINS  UNDER  PRIVATE  CONTRACT.  THESE 
ARE  KNOWN  AS  THE  "FUSIO  CENTS"  FROM  THE  DESIGN 
OF  THE  PIECE,  WHICH  SHOWS  A  SUNDIAL  AND  THE 
LATIN  WORD  "FUSIO"  ("I  FLY")  OR,  CONNECTION 
WITH  THE  SUNDIAL,  "TIME  FLIES."  THE  EVER  APPRO¬ 
PRIATE  MOTTO,  "MIND  YOUR  BUSINESS",  IS  ALSO  ON 
THE  COIN. 

IN  THE  MANUFACTURE  OF  A  SILVER  COIN,  THE  FIRST 
STEP  IS  THE  CUTTING  OF  THE  "DIE";  PRIOR  TO  THE 
LATTER  PART  OF  THE  NINETEENTH  CENTURY,  DIES  FOR 
U.S.  COINS  WERE  "HAND  CUT."  BRIEFLY,  THIS 
METHOD  IS  AS  FOLLOWS:  THE  DESIGN  HAVING  BEEN 
DETERMINED,  A  DRAWING  THE  EXACT  SIZE  OF  THE 
COIN  IS  MADE.  A  TRACING  IS  MADE  FROM  THIS 
DRAWING.  A  PIECE  OF  STEEL  IS  SMOOTHED  AND 
COATED  WITH  TRANSFER  WAX,  AND  THE  TRACING 
IMPRESSED  INTO  THE  WAX.  THE  ENGRAVER  THEN 
TOOLS  OUT  THE  STEEL  WHERE  THE  RELIEF  OR  RAISED 
EFFECT  IS  REQUIRED.  IF  THE  DESIGN  IS  SUCH  THAT 
IT  CAN  ALL  BE  PRODUCED  BY  CUTTING  AWAY  STEEL, 

THE  DIE  IS  HARDENED  AND  READY  FOR  USE.  SOME
